HEBREW & ENGLISH NAME: 


TO!, Yesod, Foundation. D7IY[] j7'TN TIO! Tzedik Yesod Olam, 
Righteousness is the Foundation of the World. 


GOD-NAME IN ASSIAH: 


INg7No' WW, Shaddai El Chai, Almighty God of Life. Refers to Deity’s 
function as Pangenetor. 


THE HEAVENS OF ASSIAH: 


nI27, Levanah, Sphere of Luna: Literally, “white”; used poetically for 
the Moon. Various other uses for the same word are secondary 
derivations from “whiteness” in some form. 


MYSTIC #: 45 
ELEMENT: Air. 


PATH OF SEPHER YETZIRAH: 
Pure or Clear Consciousness, because it purifies the Sephiroth, it 
proves and corrects the design of their images (representations), and 
establishes their unity with which they are combined without 
diminution or division. 


TAROT ATTRIBUTIONS: 
The 4 Nines. 


KING COLOR SCALE: 
Indigo: That of the Akasa, ether, and the throat of Shiva. Represents 
the night sky blue of the nemyss of Thoth. This nemyss is the 
mysterious yet pregnant darkness which surrounds the generative 
process. 


QUEEN COLOR SCALE: 


Violet: Chesed and Geburah mingled; the compliment of yellow, 
Tiphareth, Sol. 


EMPEROR COLOR SCALE: 
Very dark purple. 
EMPRESS COLOR SCALE: 


Citrine, flecked azure: Citrine represents the final modification of Yesod, 
the airy nature finally appearing. The azure flecks are derived from Chesed, 
perhaps through Netzach; or from Sagittarius, the path joining Yesod with 
Tiphareth. 


SELECTION OF EGYPTIAN GODS: 


Shu: Lord of the Firmament, supporting it as Yesod supports the Sephiroth 
4 through 8. 


Hermanubis: Lord of the Threshold, because he is Yesod, the link between 
Ruach and 
Nephesh. 


All exclusively phallic Gods might be attributed here. 


HINDU DEITIES: 
Ganesha. 
Vishnu (Kurm Avatar) 


GREEK GODS: 
Zeus: = Shu = Air. 
Diana of Ephesus: as phallic stone and as Luna. 
Eros: representing the reproductive passion. 


ROMAN GODS: 
Diana: as Moon. 
Terminus: marking the boundary. Cf. Hermanubis. 
Jupiter: as God of Air, and as the foundation. 


ANIMALS, REAL & IMAGINARY: 


Elephant: sacred to Ganesha, the god who breaks down obstacles; hence 
placed in Yesod for the same reason as Hermanubis. 


Tortoise: as supporting the Elephant; hence equivalent to Atlas. 


Toad: “ugly and venomous, yet wears a precious jewel in his head.” This 
refers to his generative force. 


PLANTS, REAL AND IMAGINARY 


Banyan: its branches take fresh roots where they touch the ground and 
start new main stems. It is, so to speak, the foundation of the system of the 
trees, as Yesod is the foundation of the branches of the Tree of Life. 


Mandrake: Typically phallic. It is peculiarly adapted to use in sexual 
magick, and does have a direct contact with the automatic consciousness 
which is seated in Yesod. 


Damiana, Ginseng, Yohimba (reputed a powerful aphrodisiac). 
PRECIOUS STONES: 


Quartz: refers to foundation; note that gold is found in Quartz, suggesting 
the concealed glory of the sexual process. 


MAGICAL WEAPONS: 


Perfumes: Pertains to Yesod as forming a link between heaven and earth. 
This link is material by virtue of the substance of incense, and spiritual by 
virtue of their action through the olfactory sense upon the consciousness. 


Sandals: Enables the magician to “travel on the firmament of Nu.” The 
Sandal-strap is the Ankh, which represent the mode of going; this being the 
essential faculty of every god. This strap, whose form is that of the Rosy 
Cross, forms a link between his feet and the material apparatus of his going; 
that is, the formula of the Rosy Cross enables a man to Go; or, in other 
words, endows him with Godhead. 


The Altar: the foundation of the operation. Its characteristic is stability. 
Also, it resembles Yesod as supporting the Ruach; that is to say, the means 
of the Formative World (Ruach = Yetzirah) through which it is proposed to 
work. 


PERFUMES 

Jasmine: traditionally sacred, especially in Persia, to the spiritual use of the 
generative process. 
Ginseng: for it’s reputed aphrodisiacal properties. 
All Odoriferous Roots: Roots are sacred to Yesod because Yesod is the Root 
of the Tree of Life, exactly as the reproductive function is the root of human 
life. It is important not to suppose that Malkuth is the root of reality. 
Malkuth is pendant to the Tree, a sensory illusion which enables it to 
perceive itself. 

VEGETABLE DRUGS 
Orchid root: refers to its alleged aphrodisiac action. 
MAGICAL POWERS: The Vision of the Machinery of the Universe 
VIRTUE: Independence. 


VICE: Idleness. 
PARTS OF THE SOUL: Part of NIN, Ruach

D'115, Kerubim, Angels of elements, according to most references. (NOTE:

“Flames.”)

MAGICAL IMAGE OF SEHPIROTH: A beautiful naked man, very strong.

ALEPH (Air) 


HEBREW & ENGLISH NAME 


97N, Aleph, Ox (“Fool’s Doom is Ruin”). Means an Ox, principally because 
the shape of the letter suggests the shape of a yoke. There is also a 
reference to the mildness and patience of Harpocrates: indeed, to his sexual 
innocence. The function of ploughing is clearly the chief idea involved: 
herein lies the paradox -- to be studied in the last act of Parsifal. Itis the 
Holy Ghost, the Fool, the Knight Errant. 


Aleph also means, “to learn” just as Lamed means “to teach.” It symbolizes 
the vital motive power in an agricultural community: that which makes the 
crops grow. “A” is sound of free breath, unstructured, unconditioned. 


GOD-NAME IN ASSIAH 


nin’, .A.V.H.: because Jehovah is Jupiter, Lord of Air. 


THE HEAVENS OF ASSIAH: 


NIN, Ruach, means “air,” “breath,” “mind.” Thought is the expression in 
the expansion of the union of Chokmah and Binah in the subconscious. 
Ruach is also translated “spirit” (Latin “spiritus”). There must be no 
confusion between this “spirit” and that symbolized by the letter Shin. The 
distinctions are of the utmost importance, and so manifold and so subtle 
that the subject demands a complete essay in itself.

Joins Kether to Chokmah: Wisdom (which is Folly), stepping off into 
Nothing, toward a sure goal that outshines the purest manifestation of 
the Sun.

DO, Tav (Tau, Cross, Mark) (“The Universe is the Hexagram”). A sign, 
mark or cross; both an elemental cross showing the occupation of the 
Elemental Kingdom, and an indication of one’s pledge or agreement, 
subscription, commitment. It symbolizes the Element of Earth, as a 
solidification of the four elements. There is also a phallic meaning; 
whence the Tav is attributed not only to Earth, but to Saturn. Tav was 
originally written cruciform. It symbolizes the formula of the Slain 
God. 


GOD-NAME IN ASSIAH: 
OO, Ab; [JL], Yah (both are titles of the Father) 


PLANETARY ATTRIBUTION: Saturn 
MYSTIC #: 528 

TREE OF LIFE: 
Joins Malkuth to Yesod: The first step along the Path. Recognition of one’s 
existence in the Universe governed by specific laws. “The Visions of the 
Mechanics of the Universe.” Opening material, sensory consciousness to 
astral perception. 


PATHS OF THE SEPHER YETZIRAH: 


Administrative Consciousness, because it directs and associates the motions 
of the 7 planets, directing all of them in their own proper courses. 


TAROT ATTRIBUTIONS: 21, The World 
KING COLOR SCALE: 


Indigo: represents the sobriety and deep-sea calmness of meditation, 
Saturn being the eldest of the Gods. 


QUEEN COLOR SCALE: 
Black: with reference to Binah, the sphere of Saturn; to the Night of Pan; to 
the blackness of oblivion (Saturn being time); and to the blackness of the 


corruption of lead (Saturn’s metal), whose heaviness and dullness confirms 
the appropriateness of the symbolism. 
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EMPEROR COLOR SCALE: Blue Black 
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EMPRESS COLOR SCALE: 


Black, rayed blue: The perfection of Saturn is its identification with Binah. 
It has, so to speak, made good its position above the Abyss. It is adorned 
with blue rays to the King Scale of Chokmah. The symbol implies that Time, 
the Destroyer, has been transmuted into the condition of the operation of 
the Great Work, i.e. the marriage of Chokmah and Binah.

Cypress, Hellebore, Yew, Nightshade: all connected with ideas of death, 
melancholy, poison, etc. 


Elm: on account of its murderous habit of dropping boughs without 
warning; the wood is also traditionally the best for coffins. 


Ash: in connection with the phrase, “ashen pale”; the real nature of the 
tree is more properly solar. 


PRECIOUS STONES: 


Onyx: Traditionally attribution. Itis the dullness and frequent blackness of 
Onyx which occasions the reference. 
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MAGICAL WEAPONS 


A Sickle: Traditional weapon of Saturn. It implies the power of time to reap 
the harvest of man’s life and work. It may be used in actual ceremony to 
threaten the spirit that Choronzon will cut short his independent existence, 
that Choronzon will reap his Karma, and add it to the treasure of 
Choronzon’s storehouse. 


PERFUMES: 


There is little difficulty in recognizing Saturnian perfumes; the 
difficulty in practice is to find one which is at all tolerable to the sense of 
smell. In magical work of the kind which borders upon the material plane, 
large quantities are necessary and incantation becomes difficult if the 
magician is being rapidly asphyxiated. The Adeptus Minor can indeed cut 
himself off magically from such inconveniences; but it is otherwise for the 
beginner. This is one of the many reasons which have caused teachers to 
warn their pupils against attempting to work on the plane of Saturn until 
they are far advanced. Yet this caution exposes the disciple to an even 
worse danger than that of being choked, which is to formulate an 
incomplete and unbalanced universe. 


All Evil Odors: By “evil” is meant principally that quality which threatens 
the magician with failure and, philosophically speaking, this quality is pre- 
eminently the category of Time, which is Saturn. 


Assafoetida: pure samples are not intolerably unpleasant. 
Scammony: repulsive, principally because of its suggestion of domestic 
cookery. 


Indigo: furnishes a smoke of the characteristic dark blue of Saturn. The 
Smoke is composed of very solid particles; and this perfume is accordingly 
both wholly in keeping with the nature of the planet and pre-eminently 
suitable for material working. 

Sulphur: This is the most difficult incense with which to work. It is liable to 
provoke fits of coughing, and may even be dangerous, but it is certainly the 
most useful in conjuration of the infernal powers.
